Recently  Kenneth  B.  Harris,  BYU  Fire  Marshall, 
was  in  our  offices  to  point  out  some  of  his  problems. 
He  feels,  as  we  do,  that  fire  drills  should  be  started  im- 
mediately, and  in  fact  he  intends  to  start  them  soon  in 
residence  halls.  His  problem  is  in  getting  the  cooper- 
ation of  senior  residents  and  other  officials.

f Fire  drills,  of  course,  are  but  one  segment  of  a com- 
plete college  safety  program.  We  are  fortunate  that 
with  our  new'  buildings  w'e  also  have  adequate  fu’e 
alarm  systems. 

Drills  will  not  prevent  fires,  but  they  will  save 
lives. 

Nationally,  the  same  apathy  can  be  seen  towards 
fire  instruction.  Universities  fall  way  below  the  mini- 
mum standards  for  fire  drills.  A recent  survey  was 
taken  of  all  colleges,  and  only  20  per  cent  bothered  to 
return  the  questionnaire. 

Of  tliesei  only  40  per  cent  conducted  fire  drills  in 
dormitories.  We  can  assume  that  of  the  80  per  cent  not 
answering  most  of  them  probably  conducted  no  drills 
at  all. 

In  fact,  says  the  National  Safety  Council,  so  few 
required  drills  that  no  pattern  could  be  established. 

This  is  no  excuse  for  being  unprepared  at  BYU. 
There  is  ho  justification  for  beginning  drills  after  a 
serious -fire,  and  we  hope  that  we  don’t  have  to  w'ait 
until,  there  is  one  until  some  action  is  taken.  - , 

This  w'eek  is  National  Fire  Prevention  Week.  We 
agree  with  Mr.  Harris  that  the  university  has  to  take 
more  positive  action,  and  now  would  be  a good  time  to 
begin.
